Clarity and transparency and a highly articulated form and the 
transitions are effortless and the forthrightness of this sonata 
is glorious. What are the stimuli and this is the response and 
the responses of the inartistic are conditioned and the responses 
of antelopes and seals and of course other animals as well are 
conditioned. That is why the inartistic and antelopes and seals 
and of course other animals as well do not create forms and that 
is why their communications with each other are chaff, which does 
not prevent them from being interesting. The responses of those 
who are not inartistic are not conditioned and I am using the 

word conditioned in the Pavlovian context and it is a plain truth 
that the poet is he who concedes that the toothache and the tooth 
are, at the same time, mutually interdependent and independent 
phenomena, and who then proceeds to speak of the tongue. That is 
why those who are not inartistic create forms and that is why 
their communications with each other are not chaff. Those who 

are inartistic and antelopes and seals and of course other animals 
as well can therefore communicate only with others of their species 
who are alive, Those who are not inartistic can therefore com- 
municate with all others of their species who have been or who 
will be. What are the stimuli and this is the response and "As 

I say everybody has to like something, some people like to eat 
some people like to drink, some people like to make money some 
like to spend money, some like the theatre, some even like sculpture, 
some like gardening, some like dogs, some like cats, some people 
like to look at things, some people like to look at everything. .. 
The only thing, funnily enough, that I never get tired of doing 

is looking at pictures. There is no reason for it but for some 
reason, anything reproduced by paint, preferably, I may even say 
certainly, by oil paints on a flat surface holds my attention. I 
do not really care for water colors or pastels, they do not hold 
my attention. I cannot remember when I was not so" said Gertrude 
Stein in one of her lectures in America Pictures and when Rossetti 


and Holman Hunt were in Paris in 1849 they enjoyed looking at 


the pictures in the Luxembourg Palace and especially they liked 


two pictures by Flandrin in the Church of St. Germain des Prés, 
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
